SEATON Tramway has warned drivers about the 
importance of level crossing safety after a car 
crashed into a tram in Colyford last Tuesday hav¬ 
ing failed to stop at a red light. 

The tramway’s chief executive, Jenny Nunn, has 
put the A3052 level crossing crash down to the 
actions of the motorist, driving a Vauxhall Corsa, 
which she said had “serious consequences". 

The driver has since been reported for driving 
without due care and attention. 

The incident occured at about 3:40pm last Tues¬ 
day, causing long tail-backs during heavy Easter 
holiday traffic and significant damage to one of 
the popular tourist attraction’s double-decker 
trams. Police closed the road at the Harepath 
Road junction in Colyford and Boshill Cross. 

The driver of the Corsa and one passenger of 
the tram sustained minor injuries. 

Mrs Nunn said: “Although the incident caused a 
long delay to both passengers and motorists that 
afternoon, I am thankful that no one was seri¬ 
ously injured. 

“The actions of the motorist failing to stop at the 
crossing lights had serious consequences and re¬ 
sulted in disruption for many travelling on the 
tramway on what should have been a pleasant 
afternoon’s trip, as well as to motorists using the 
A3052 at Colyford."

Local artist blasts 
sculpture design 


A LOCAL artist has blasted the decision to go ahead 
with plans for controversial sculptured waves and pil¬ 
lars at Fisherman’s Gap. 

The final hurdle was climbed when the matter re¬ 
turned to East Devon District Council’s (EDDC) De¬ 
velopment Management Committee on March 31st, 
having been deferred for further consultation earlier 
in the year. 

But Seaton-based artist Rich Webster said: “In 
short, they are terrible as art, as street furniture and 
as decoration. I have always made a positive objec¬ 
tion to the plans, offering 
alternative possibilities 
rather than just objec¬ 
tion. 

“I put these on to paper 
and offered them at the 
apparent consultation, 
where I was told no other 
plans could be consid¬ 
ered at this late stage. 

“As a professional, 
well qualified, working 
artist who has spent three 
years as a curator for art 
in the landscape projects 
in Cumbria and now a 
resident of Seaton, I feel 
that I am in a good posi¬ 
tion to comment on the 
wave sculptures planned 
for Fisherman’s Gap. 

“The plan that has been 
passed is for steel plate 
waves that will be brown 
and rusty and corroding 
in the elements and, seen 
from the beach, will de¬ 
pict an ill omen of 
Seaton being engulfed 
by brown water.”

He is not the only one to object. During the plan¬ 
ning process many concerns were raised, including 
that the sculptures would block a lovely view. 

Some people called the proposal a monstrosity, with 
town councillor Tony Woodman describing it as 
“something from Disneyland”. 

Members of the Development Management Com¬ 
mittee were well aware these opinions, and deferred 
the matter for further consultation. 

EDDC, which is both applicant and planning au¬ 
thority, staged a consultation day and, as reported last 
week, said the majority of those responding were in 
favour of the project. 

After the final decision, EDDC issued a statement 
saying: “It will form one of a series of local meeting 
and information points to promote and inform the 
public about Seaton Jurassic. 

“The other information points will be at Axmouth 
Harbour, on the wetlands and at Seaton Hole. 

“Their purpose is to extend the reach of the centre 
into the town and along the Jurassic Coast and are key 
to reaping the benefits of Seaton Jurassic by increas¬ 
ing footfall in the town, on the coast and in the Axe 
Estuary. 

“The Environment Agency has no objection to the 
structure although formal Flood Defence Consent 
will be required before any work commences. 

“Following an earlier meeting of the Development 
Management Committee, EDDC officers have dis¬ 
cussed the design of the waves with Seaton Town 
Council’s consultant working on the overall seafront 
enhancement proposals. 

“In addition, a consultation was held on Saturday, 
February 28th during the artisan market in the town. 

“Visitors were asked for their views on the proposed 
waves sculpture with 82 per cent of those asked 
(more than 200) liking the design.” 



■ THE number of re¬ 
ported crimes on 
Seaton town beat 
came to 18 in March.

The race has been held annually during Easter 
weekend since 1948, and has 77 portages (where 
vessels are carried around an obstacle in water or 
overland between waterways) along its 125 miles. 

Messrs McKenna and Wakley completed it in 21 
hours and 49 minutes, beating their previous best 
time of 22 hours and two minutes - and finishing 
25th overall in a field of 170 teams. 

The keys to success were a determination to enjoy 
the challenge and avoid mishaps. 

Last year, for example, Dr McKenna failed to duck 
and was knocked into the water when hit by a 
bridge. 

He said: “I managed to stay in the boat all the time, 
which is an improvement.” 

He did suffer a bout of seasickness, though, which 
surprised him. 

The problem wouldn’t go away, so they had to run 
along the river for about a mile instead of paddling 
through it to shake off the sickness. 

Through sponsorship he has so far raised £2,000 
for ARC, of which he is the chairman. 

ARC was formed in 2007 by psychotherapist 
Catherine Davies. It is an independent body but in¬ 
tegrated with the NHS mental health structure and 
referrals are made through Axminster Medical Prac¬ 
tice. All ARC counsellors and therapists are on the 
British Association for Counselling and Psychother¬ 
apy register. 

Dr McKenna said: “People have been very gener¬ 
ous, a big thank you to everyone.” 

He also praised the race support crew, which con¬ 
sisted of friends and family of him and team-mate 
Gary. 

The initial plan of having two support crews was 
thwarted by illness.

Open meeting over A35 blackspot 


A road safety campaigner, keen for a solution to 
the A35 Hunters Lodge accident blackspot junc¬ 
tion, is staging an open meeting with Conserva¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate Neil Parish. 

Joy Raymond, who has lived near the accident 
blackspot since 1999, has been a keen cam¬ 
paigner throughout. 

The Highways Agency has ruled out installing 
traffic lights at the notorious junction, instead 
recommending vehicle-activated signs warning 
when vehicles are to exit out of either of the side 
roads, along with an extra refuge and better road 
markings. This was announced in December last 
year, but not very much has happened since. 

Miss Raymond is keen for action, and said: 
“Discussions intensified last year, but all we have 
had is a speed camera sign coming up briefly be¬ 
fore coming down again.” 


She is aware that Mr Parish’s presence at the 
meeting could be seen as election propaganda 
as he is seeking re-election as MP for Tiverton 
and Honiton Constituency. 

But she explained: “This transcends politics. 
This is so important when we invite so many 
people [tourists] to our area. 

“We have a duty of care to these people.” 

And Mr Parish is no stranger to the issue, hav¬ 
ing attended several public meetings and discus¬ 
sions with The Highways Agency since winning 
the seat in 2010. 

The meeting will take place on Wednesday 
April 15th, starting at 3pm at Goodlands, next to 
the junction.

SEVEN months and £60,000 later, Axe Cliff Golf 
Club is back on its feet and looking forward with 
optimism. 

Jill and Simon Wellington had just joined the 
club when it came near to closure last year, and 
they ended up as the new leaseholders 

They both say there is a lot more work to do, but 
things are moving in the right direction. 

It was last September they agreed an eight-year 
lease with the Loveridge Family and Binden Es¬ 
tate. 

They prefer to be known as heads of a co-opera¬ 
tive rather than leaseholders - and are full of praise 
for the volunteer work put in by members and oth¬ 
ers associated with the club. 

“They have all done sterling work. We couldn’t 
have done it without them,” Jill said. 

Long-standing member Geoff Hughes immedi¬ 



ately reciprocated and praised the couple’s efforts, 
adding: “They’ve given members confidence.” 

Jill and Simon, who don’t take salaries, have 
ploughed about £60,000 into the club to get it up 
to standard. 

Whilst golf will always be what the club is about, 
they hope to attract not only golfers. 

Simon said: “It’s more like a social centre. We 
had a christening here recently, for example, and 
every function we put on is buzzing.” 

When asked where he hopes the club will be in 
five years’ time, he said: “We would like to be in 
a position where we can pay someone to take on 
our roles. 

“It is a full-time job for us. We would like to sit 
back and just enjoy our golf.” 

Axe Cliff Golf Club relies a lot on voluntary ef¬ 
forts but does employ five people full-time - two 
green keepers and 


three bar staff. 

Membership stands 
at about 150, but 
Simon says the aim is 
about 200 to break 
even. 

He is cautiously opti¬ 
mistic and said: “We 
are getting a steady 
trickle of new mem¬ 
bers and we are also 
getting professionals 
asking to be pros here.

Scrimshaw at April’s Axminster Probus 


THE sailors' art of Scrimshaw is 
well known. Less well known is 
the importance of bone carving to 
the Maori of New Zealand. For 
millennia they have been produc¬ 
ing bone carvings which are works 
of art in their own right. 

Victor Papai is a Hungarian 
whose links to New Zealand have 
inspired him to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of the native carvers and in 
his talk to Axminster Probus Club 
at its April meeting he demon¬ 
strated his own considerable skill. 

Each bone choice has spiritual 
significance, every detail a mean¬ 
ing. Bone from the ox is preferred 


with horse being a close second 
though sheep has been used and 
whalebone. One proud owner of 
a headed walking stick had used 
his own hip bone! 

Jade is used for the most expen¬ 
sive items but its hardness makes 
it difficult to carve. Before the ad¬ 
vent of modern tools it could take 
many months to fashion articles 
using only flint tools; even now it 
is a long and laborious process 
and so commands high prices. 

A surprising fact emerged from 
the talk in that the Maori is in¬ 
tensely jealous of what he con¬ 
siders is his inalienable spiritual 


property and makes his feelings 
known when Westerners copy 
these designs. It was necessary 
for Victor to have permission 
from a tribal elder to do his own 
carving, the beauty and intricacy 
of which has to be seen to be ap¬ 
preciated.

Fire chiefs issues warning after thatch fire 


EAST Devon and South Somerset fire chiefs are 
warning thatched property owners to take extra 
care in their homes, following a devastating blaze 
that destroyed a pub in West Dorset last week. 

The Clockhouse Inn at Chideock, between Lyme 
Regis and Bridport, was gutted by a chimney fire 
that quickly spread to the building’s thatched roof. 

Safety bosses over the border believe a similar 
tragedy could strike unless homeowners take 
steps to protect their properties. 

“Fire in a thatched roof is difficult to detect and 
once started is difficult to control”, said Marc 
House, community safety prevention manager at 
Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue Service. 

“Once a fire has taken hold within a roof it will 
spread rapidly, due to the very nature of how 
thatch burns, and often the results are devastat¬ 
ing. 

“A thatched home can be ruined not only by the 


fire but by the amount of water needed to put it out. 
Within an ancient cottage, water can dissolve old 
cobb walls as well as causing serious water dam¬ 
age throughout.” 

Crews from East Devon and South Somerset 
were among the 14 teams called to the blaze in 
Chideock on Bank Holiday Monday. Despite their 
best efforts, the 16th century pub was completely 
destroyed. 

Now officers are keen to ensure further thatch 
properties are not at risk from wood-burning 
stoves, electrical faults or structural deficiencies. 

Discarded cigarettes and garden bonfires have 
also been known to spark fires at thatched prop¬ 
erties, officers say. 

Mr House advised that thatch property owners 
have their chimney swept regularly and have a fire 
alarm installed and regularly tested.

Developer 
snaps up Silver 
Street shop 

AN EIGHTEENTH-CENTURY shop in the centre 
of Ottery St Mary has been sold to developers, 
after its owners finally decided to sell the 
premises. 

Coles' Furnishers, in Silver Street, is set for 
redevelopment after more than 200 years at 
the heart of the community. 

Planning permission has already been 
granted to convert part of the site into two 
houses, but full proposals for the premises 
have yet to be revealed. 

The shop’s origins date back to 1780 when 
the site was rebuilt after a devastating fire. 

It was converted into a grocery store in 1830, 
before becoming Coles' Furnishers - a carpet 
and fabric shop - 40 years ago. 

TTie sale has now been agreed, after the cur¬ 
rent owners, John and David Hemmings, made 
plans to scale down the business ahead of their 
retirement. 

Despite leaving the premises, the pair will 
continue to run the business from within their 
existing outfitters shop in Ottery. 

Newton-Abbot-based commercial property 
specialists Charles Darrow brokered the deal to 
sell the property, which has been acquired by 
an unnamed local development company. 

Paul Heather, a joint director at Charles 
Darrow, said: “We congratulate the buyers on 
what can only be described as an excellent 
acquisition. 

“TTiis is a property steeped in history and pre¬ 
dictably there was considerable interest in it. 

“Potential buyers recognised the enormous 
potential the property has and we look forward 
to seeing it further prosper in the future." 


IT IS surprising is that Sheldon Singers, although 
well-known throughout East Devon, should not be 
more widely heard, admired and recognised. 

Based on their performance in St Paul’s in Honiton 
on Good Friday they can easily compete on equal 
terms with many other more celebrated choirs. 

Quiet thought and contemplation should invest the 
character of music for Good Friday. The programme 
chosen by the Sheldon Singers for their Good Friday 
concert in St Paul’s Church in Honiton perfectly re¬ 
flected that mood. 

The first, relatively short part of the concert con¬ 
sisted of six pieces of graduated complexity and in¬ 
creasing emotion. Hugh Roberton’s well-loved and 
well-known ‘All in the April Evening’, in which the 
pastoral image of lambs is linked to the suffering of 
the Lamb of God, was sung with appropriate simplic¬ 
ity and gentleness. Durufle’s ‘Ubi Caritas’, equally 
well-known, benefited from the same understated 
treatment. 

Any of the commonly performed settings of the 
spiritual ‘Were you there?’ might have seemed out of 
place but John Barnard’s arrangement ideally com¬ 
plemented the first two items. 

With the cantor’s opening proclamation to Rach¬ 
maninoff’s ‘Tebye Poyem’, sung from the organ 
gallery by tenor, Leslie Baker, the emotional content 
of the concert intensified; it was heightened, too, by 
the ethereal line superimposed above the choir by so¬ 
prano, Alison Newell. 

There was a change of mood and a shift of some 
four centuries, as Peter Parshall descended from the 
organ loft to conduct the choir in the complex five- 
part ‘Ave Maria’ by Robert Parsons. 

Few choirs could have done better justice to the 
work’s ‘Amen’, described as one of the most beautiful 
in all Tudor music. The first part of the concert con¬ 
cluded with Henryk Gorecki’s ‘Totus Tuus’. This 
work lasts some ten minutes and demands both stam¬ 
ina and concentration. The choir demonstrated ample 
reserves of both qualities and the performance was 
worthy of any given before a Pope. 


Notable throughout this first half was the clarity of 
diction, the accuracy of the cut-offs, the balance be¬ 
tween the voices and the choir’s watchfulness of the 
conductor and engagement with the audience. It was 
obvious that the singers had been well-drilled and 
strictly disciplined. 

Excerpts from the ‘Messiah’, Parts 2 and 3, which 
tell the story of Christ’s passion, death and resurrec¬ 
tion followed after the interval. Nine of the choruses 
were sung, including ‘All we like sheep’ with enjoy¬ 
ment, ‘The Lord gave the word’ with gusto, the ‘Hal¬ 
lelujah’ chorus with volume, and the last two ‘Worthy 
is the Lamb’ and ‘Amen’ with satisfaction and relief 
at a job well done. 

Unusually, but not uniquely, Julie De’Ath Lancaster 
turned her back on the choir, faced the audience and 
sang the poignant contralto song, ‘He was despised’, 
richly, movingly and mellifluously. Catherine Early 
had two songs - ‘How beautiful are the feet’ and ‘I 


know that my Redeemer liveth’ - both delivered with 
grace and diamantine soprano precision. 

Leslie Baker’s two short piteous and sorrowful em¬ 
bellished recitatives demonstrated apparently effort¬ 
less delicacy; they contrasted with the anger, strongly 
conveyed in his treatment of ‘Thou shalt break them’. 
Niall Hoskin’s powerful baritone was admirably 
suited to ‘Why do the nations’ and ‘The trumpet shall 
sound’. 

There was drama and vigour in his performance of 
both songs in which the triplet runs can defeat many 
less accomplished singers. 

Regular attenders of concerts by the Sheldon 
Singers will have been unsurprised by the manifest 
professionalism of Musical Director, Julie De’Ath 
Lancaster. They will also have been delighted by the 
skilful musicianship of Peter Parshall, both as con¬ 
ductor and organist.

Z is for Zooming around 
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‘Passion’ at Ottery choral concert 


SIR Hubert Parry 
described Bach’s St 
Matthew Passion as “the richest 
and noblest example of sacred 
music in existence”. 

It is a massive work and, for the per¬ 
formance by the Ottery St Mary Choral 
Society and Orchestra at the Parish 
Church last Saturday, the society’s Musi¬ 
cal Director and conductor, Malcolm 
Matthews, had made some judicious cuts 
to keep the running time under 2.5 hours. 
These cuts in no way interfered with the 
telling of Christ’s Passion. 

The work is framed by the words of St 


Matthew’s Gospel, sung by the Evangel¬ 
ist and supported by the choir. Into this 
framework, Bach has woven two other el¬ 
ements: there are firstly non-biblical re¬ 
flective passages for the soloists and the 
choir, and secondly Bach’s settings of 
German hymns (chorales), full of such 
rich harmony. 

The St Matthew Passion is a daunting 
undertaking for an amateur choir and or¬ 
chestra: it requires a double choir, two or¬ 
chestras, and four principal soloists. For 
good measure, the choir has to provide no 
fewer than nine members to sing the 
lesser solo parts, including those of St 
Peter, Pontius Pilate and Judas Iscariot. 


Malcolm Matthews readily admitted 
that drawing together all these elements 
had been his greatest challenge. That 
challenge was well met, for the result was 
a triumph for the Society and Orchestra, 
with all the elements on good form. 

The conductor aside, pride of place 
among the performers must go to tenor 
Leslie Baker, singing the role of the 
Evangelist. This is a huge part, nearly 
wholly recitative, and much of it in the 
singer’s higher register. It perfectly suited 
Leslie Baker’s voice and his enunciation 
of St Matthew’s words was exemplary. 
The role of Christ was sung by bass 
David Fouracre. Bach frames Christ’s

words with a “halo” of expressive 
string accompaniment that gives the 
singer’s tone an ethereal quality. So¬ 
prano Heloise West, we were later to 
learn, was suffering from a throat in¬ 
fection and this led to the cutting of 
a lengthy recitative and aria in the 
second half. Her earlier singing had 
shown no signs of this. Contralto 
Louise Mott has a beautiful voice to 
which Bach’s music gave full rein, 
not least in the aria “Break in grief’. 
From the choir, bass David Batty 
sang “And now the Lord is laid to 
rest” both powerfully and expres¬ 
sively. 

One of the pleasing features of this 
work is the way that Bach inter¬ 
weaves solo orchestral sounds with 
the vocal lines in many of the solo 


arias. It is invidious to single out the 
orchestral soloists; suffice to say that 
the audience heard some wonderful 
string and woodwind playing. The 
two orchestras, under leader Sarah 
Greinig, produced a full and rounded 
sound to accompany the grander 
choir choruses. The Ottery choir are 
a talented ensemble and were in fine 
form, whether showing attack and 
precision in their singing of the 
crowd scenes, or the rounded tone 
and balance required for Bach’s in¬ 
comparable chorales. 

The Parish Church of Ottery St 
Mary as ever provided the ideal 
backdrop for this most spiritual of 
choral works. For visitors to Ottery, 
it never fails to dazzle, both inside 
and out.

Sensor technologies 


The C-MAX and Grand C-MAX are 
equipped with advanced Ford technologies 
and equipment designed to help avoid or 
mitigate incidents - from scrapes and 
bumps while parking to potentially more 
serious, higher speed collisions. 

Ford’s Active City Stop collision avoid¬ 
ance system pre-charges the brakes and - 
if the driver still does not respond - reduces 
engine torque and automatically applies the 
brakes to reduce the impact of collisions. 
The system has been enhanced to operate 
at speeds of up to 30mph, compared to 
19mph with the previous version. 

Ford is also introducing the Pre-Collision 
Assist system to the new C-MAX models. 
This works in a similar way to Active City 
Stop but with a much greater vehicle detec¬ 
tion range of between 5mph and 112mph. 
It supports drivers at higher speeds, for ex¬ 
ample on the motorway, by issuing warn¬ 
ings and applying braking as required. 

Also new to the C-MAX family is Ford’s 
Adaptive Cruise Control technology which 
enables drivers to maintain a set distance 
from the vehicle ahead, even when that ve¬ 
hicle is travelling slower than the selected 
cruise speed. For occasions when Adaptive 
Cruise Control is not active, Distance Indi¬ 
cation enables drivers to set a preferred dis¬ 
tance they would like to maintain from the 
vehicle ahead.

Ford’s Adaptive Front Lighting system 
adjusts the headlight beam angle to one of 
seven settings depending on traffic and 
road conditions. For example, when cor¬ 
nering at lower speeds the system will proj¬ 
ect a beam towards the side of the road to 
make cyclists and pedestrians more visible. 
The system will also support drivers cor¬ 
nering at higher speeds by directing light 
further into the bend. 

Both models offer Bi-Xenon HID head¬ 
lamps designed to optimise the driver’s 
view of the road, while during the day LED 
Daytime Running Lights increase the visi¬ 
bility of the vehicles for other road users.

Citroen’s Take On The Suv: Intense & 
Optimistic 

The Citroen Aircross concept conveys a 
sense of power and determination. The body 
is set on large wheels with 275/42 R 22 tyres. 
The tyres were designed exclusively for Cit¬ 
roen Aircross by Continental and feature 
large tread blocks and a unique pattern for 
excellent traction on the most demanding 
surfaces. The striking design of the wheels 
highlights the all-terrain abilities of the Cit¬ 
roen Aircross. 

With its parallel-to-the-road waistline, the 
new Citroen Aircross conveys an air of con¬ 
fidence, but without the feeling of arrogance 
or aggression. 

The front and rear bumpers fully convey 
Citroen’s design identity. The front end fea¬ 
tures a new chevron design and a two-tier 
light signature, which first appeared on the 
latest-generation C4 Picasso. At the rear, the 
new 3D-effect lights have a high-tech and 
emphatically graphic appearance. These 
classic Citroen design touches are rounded 
out by a floating roof and uninterrupted area 
of glass right around the cabin. 

Harnessing Design For Enhanced 
Functionality 

The body of the Citroen Aircross is punc¬ 
tuated by strong graphic components de¬ 
signed to enhance functionality. Citroen has 
developed a fresh take on the Airbump® 
technology of C4 Cactus, adapting it to SUV 
requirements. Whilst Airbump® technology 
is designed to protect the car’s body from 
everyday bumps and scrapes, the ‘Alloy 
Bumps’on the Citroen Aircross are there to 
protect the vehicle from lateral impact with 
their visible padding. The ‘Alloy Bumps’ are 
made using a highly absorbent aluminium 
honeycomb structure, which was first used 
in motorsport, and combines protection, 
lightness and style. The ‘Alloy Bumps’ are 
an innovative and fitting solution for the 
SUV segment. 

The graphic components also highlight the 
search for enhanced aerodynamics, on body¬ 
work that has already been optimised for ef¬ 
ficient air penetration. The ‘Air Signs’ are 
chrome-finished signatures that surround 
each rear window to form an air-flow tunnel. 
In addition, ‘Air Curtains’ are air intakes lo¬ 
cated at the front of the concept car. These 


two features are accompanied by front and 
rear wheel arch extractors and the highly ta¬ 
pered shapes of the door mirrors. Together 
these components improve the overall aero¬ 
dynamics of the Citroen Aircross while en¬ 
hancing its design.

Combining Efficiency & Top-Level Per¬

Citroen Aircross is powered by plug-in hy¬ 
brid petrol technology, with an electric motor 
located on the rear axle. This configuration 


is a perfect fit for the Citroen Aircross, opti¬ 
mising performance and traction while en¬ 
suring low fuel consumption and emissions. 

The electric motor develops 95bhp (70kW) 
and torque of 200Nm. The motor is powered 
by lithium-ion batteries that charge up in just 
three and a half hours via a 16A domestic 
socket. The electric motor is combined with 
a 1.6 THP petrol engine developing 218bhp 
(160kW) and torque of 275Nm. 

With its plug-in hybrid powertrain, the Cit¬ 
roen Aircross respects the environment. This 
is especially true in urban driving conditions 
in ZEV mode. This all-electric mode has a 
range of 31 miles (50km). 

On roads that require successive accelera¬ 
tion and deceleration, the hybrid technology 
limits fuel consumption by combining both 
energy sources. On the motorway, the inter¬ 
nal-combustion engine takes over, providing 
optimum high-speed performance. 

No compromise has been made in terms of 
driving pleasure. When the driver accelerates 
quickly and torque is required immediately, 
a boost function combines the torque of the 
internal-combustion engine and the electric 
motor delivering optimum performance with 
up to 313bhp available. Combined cycle fuel 
consumption is 166mpg (1.7 1/100 km) and 
C02 emissions are an impressively low 
39g/km. Citroen Aircross accelerates from 0 
to 62mph in just 4.5 seconds.
